No. 9 - P ( 8 ) /51. — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of 
Calcutta for the year 1949-50. The noteworthy features 
of the Report are : 

( 1 ) Financial Results. The revenue receipts of the 
Port Commissioners for the year under review were 
Rs. 7 ,68 , 83 , 080 as against Rs. 7, 58 ,00 ,526 in the previous 
year or an increase of Rs . 10 . 83 lakhs 

The net expenditure for the year excluding a contri 
bution of Rs. 44 ,00, 000 to the Revenue Reserve and 
Fire Insurance Fund amounted to Rs. 7 , 24 . 78 . 143 88 
compared to Rs. 8 , 56 , 19 , 318 in the previous year. 

The actual working expenses during the year thua 
amourted to 94 . 20 per cent. of the income as against 
83 . 8 per cent. In the previous year. 

The position of the various Reserve Funds of the 
Port Commissioners at the end of the year was 
satisfactory . 

(2 ) Traffic .-- The total tonnage of imports and exports 
which passed through the port during the year was 
imports 3. 844 .991 and exports 4 ,929 , 830 as against the 
corresponding import and export figures of 3 . 264 ,321 
and 4 . 898 .746 respectively in the previous year, There 
was thus an increase of about 7 per cent in the total 
trade passing through the port during the year com 
pared to the corresponding total of the previous year.

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( 6 ) Management: - The year under review was tho 
first year of the functioning of the new Port Com 
mission whi, h was reconstituted on the 1st April 1949 
under the Bombay, Calcutta and Madras Port Trusts 
(Constitution ) ( Amendment) Act, 1948 . The year was 
also the first complete financial year after the transfer 
of the Hooghly Pllot Service to the Port Commissionert . 


( 7 ) Acknowledgment.- - The Port Commissioners per 
formed another year of useful work despite some 
uncertainties in regard to trade and Labour conditions 
and Government view with appreciation the achieve 
ment of the Port Commissioners during the year under 
review . 


(3 ) Shipping . The number of vessels that entered 
the Harbour during the year was 1279 against 1214 in 
the previous year and the total tonnage increased from 
7,385 , 320 to 7 ,821, 766 . The deepest draft ship to enter 
the port during the year was drawing 28 it. forward 
and 281t. 031n . aft. The Commissioners set up their 
own Radio station and a subsidiary station for relay 
purposes at Hooghly point, which have proved lavalu 
able in passing navigational warnings to shipping in 
the River Hoogbly . 

In the Port Approaches, the Balari Bar controlled 
the draft of ships for 191 days as against 149 days to 
tho previous year . The Eastern Gut was the controlling 
bar Cor 158 days and Royapur Crossing for 16 days . 
The controllin bar was thus above Diamond Harbour 
for 174 days as against 216 days during the year 1948 
49 and 314 days during year 1947-48 . 

(4 ) Hooghly Pilotage . - - Income from Pllotage during 
the year was Rs. 19, 52 , 123 and expenditure Rs, 18 , 92, 320 
showing a surplus of Rs. 59 , 803 in the pro forma 
account maintained separately under this head . 

· The two Canadian Frigates, the " Bengal" and the 
" Hooghly " , purchased by the Commissioners at an esti 
mated cost of Rs. 50, 00 ,000 for use as Pilot Vessels , 
came into service on the 29th August and the oth 
October 1943 respectively relieving the old pilot Brigs 
the " Andrew " and the " Lady Fraser" .
